DETAILS: 


The Hugh O'Brian Youth Foundation, according to the 
enclosed background data, was founded in 1958 and has sponsored 
leadership seminars on various topics each year since that time. 
This year's topic is the Bicentennial. It has received backing 
from a number of national organizations including the National 
Association of Secondary School Principals and the United States 
Jaycees. Bufiles indicate that in May, 1960, Hugh O'Brian, well- 
known Hollywood actor, visited the Bureau and furnished information 
concerning this Foundation. He stated that its purpose initially 
was to honor 14 boys from Los Angeles County who would be selected 
by political officials and police officers for their meritorious ^ 
accomplishments. Mr. O'Brian further indicated that this program 
ultimately would expand to include young men of high school age 
selected by the Governors of their states as worthy of recognition 
for outstanding deeds. This organization has not been investigated 
by the Bureau and we have had no correspondence with it. 

The keynote speaker at this function will be the 
Honorable Sol M. Linowitz, President, Federal City Council. 

Bufiles contain no pertinent information relative to Joseph B. 
Danzansky, who is a prominent local businessman. Records of 
External Affairs Division indicate Director's schedule clear 
for the evening of April 9th and it is, therefore, believed 
that he should favorably consider attending.

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(/n/orfimato/y, a very small number of 
our young people scorn to attract most 
of the news. They are In iho public ©ye? 
because -hoy have stolon a car, van¬ 
dalized a school, In some way rebelled 
against society. Those headline makers 
roprosont only a smell pert of our teen¬ 
age population. It Is a fact that 99.7 
percent of our young people ere faw- 
ro^ peering, constructive drizons. it Is 
tlmo wo accont tho positive—pat the 
good ones on the back—lei them know 
there aro rewards for being responsible 
citizens. ’ 

As Ihc Wyatt l£arp of TV fame, actor 
Hugh O'Brian used to do much of his 
motivational “patting" on people's 
heads- frequently with his Buntline Spe¬ 
cial. Good citizenship \va$ thereby “en¬ 
couraged," and the social or&qr was tem¬ 
porarily restored. But that, of course, was 
Earp's style, not O'Brian's. 

For the past 17 years Hugh O'Brian has 
been doing a great deal of constructive 
back-pauing to encourage more perma¬ 
nent good citizenship. Since 1958 he has 
been the presence behind the Hugh 
O'Brian Youth Foundation, dedicated to 
“seeking out young people of sophomore 
age and providing stimulating opportu¬ 
nities for their potential leadership abili¬ 
ties to emerge, develop and be recog¬ 
nized." 

According to O’Brian, the inspiration 
for his involvement with youth was his 
visit with Dr. Albert Schweitzer in Lam- 
barene, Gabon. Deeply moved by his 
experience with Dr. Schweitzer, O’Brian 
came home determined to make his own 
contribution to mankind, in his own way. 
He began in 1958 by organizing a yearly 
series of Leadership Seminars in Los An¬ 
geles, selecting high school sophomores 
with “emerging leadership potential" to 
participate. 

/ do not believe oil men aro created 
equal. Physical and emotional differ- 
enccs,.parental guidance, varying cnvl- ■ 
moments, being In the right place at tho 
right time—all play a role In enhanc¬ 
ing or limiting individual development. 

Dedicating himself completely to his 
“kids," O’Brian later expanded his Youth 
Foundation to include at least one parti¬ 
cipant from each of the 50 states, as well 
as a few foreign guests. He chooses soph¬ 
omores, he says, because “these kids 
haven’t learned to hate and they’re not 
turned oft'to the system. They’re not nec¬ 
essarily turned on either ... but the time 
to turn them on to the democratic process 
is now." To acquaint his young people 
with “the system," O’Brian’s week-long 
seminars have probed topics ranging from 
oceanography to the economy, to the 
space program. 

The high caliber of an O'Brian seminar

is exemplified by the most recent, held 
this past April in New York City. The 78 
sophomores selected were flown to the 
seminar to spend a week, all expenses 
paid, learning about the economy. With 
coordinating help from the New York 
Stock Exchange, the youths heard first* 
hand from such leaders as former Secre¬ 
tary of Commerce Frederick Dent. Sena¬ 
tor Jacob Javits, New York Times pub¬ 
lisher Arthur Sulzberger and New York 
Stock Exchange Chairman Japies Need¬ 
ham. Over the course of the week, 38 
major speakers from government and 
business addressed the seminar and 
fielded questions from the assembled 
group. As always. O’Brian’s “kids didn t 
hesitate to ask the tough questions.

O'Brian is currently hard at work han¬ 
dling the arrangements for the 1976 
Leadership Seminar, to be held in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. The American Revolution 
Bicentennial Administration is lending a 
hand, and the Seminar will focus on 
America's past, as well as addressing the 
question of “Where do we go from here?” 

On hand will be a high-level delegation 
of cabinet members, economists, govern¬ 
ment and media leaders, etc., to explore 
issues pertaining to government, econom¬ 


ics, energy and the free enterprise system. 
Overseeing every detail—from the invita¬ 
tion of guest speakers to the contents of 
the box lunches—will be Hugh O'Brian. 
ViThere's nothing doneJim not in- - 
volved in,” he says, “except the selection 
process. The United States Jaycccs and 
the National Association of Secondary 
School Principals comprise the state se¬ 
lection committees.” 

In addition to giving freely of his energy 
and time, O’Brian has personally contrib¬ 
uted most of the S45.000 for each past 
seminar. The 1976 seminar, though, will 
be covered by corporate contributions. 
Once again, the week-long experience 
won't cost O’Brian’s youths a nickel. 

Will he or she bo a taker or giver In 
ho or she be satisfied merely 
to exist or will ha or she seek a mean¬ 
ingful purpose ?- Will he or she dare to 
dream the Impossible dream? 

Acting, of course, is still a part of 
O’Brian's life and provides him the influ¬ 
ence and means to pursue his work with 
youth. As he puts it, “Show business is 
my business. It’s how I make niv living. 
But the kids are my life. That's my family. 
That's my home. ... But what I’m doing 
is just a drop in the ocean.” 

Maybe so. But this fall some 300.000 
young men and women will respond to 
O'Brian’s grass roots overture to them. 
Whether or not they are selected. O'Brian 
nourishes the hope that they will see the 
“Establishment” does care about them; 


that there are rewards for excellence. 

As for those sophomores who do realize 
the goal of participating in the 1976 Lead¬ 
ership Seminar. O’Brian feels “. . . they 
will jreUunJlome with two years remaining 
in high school to motivate not only them¬ 
selves. but their fellow classmates to bring 
forth and put to practical use their emerg¬ 
ing leadership potential.”

the high school’s sophomore class. From the group of five, one student is 
selected to represent the school at the state level, where the Jaycees co¬ 
ordinate the state representative selection process . 

The profile of the students attending the annual seminars consists of at least 
one from each state and ten from other countries • The young people participating 
in the seminar are asked to do onlv one thing . . . write to Mr* 0 } Brian once a 
year on their birthday, until the age of 30, telling about their successes and 
accomplishments as well as their defeats and frustrations in reaching for their 
goals. In turn, Mr. O’Brian writes to them every year on his birthday . Through 
these setters, the Foundation will obsei've their development and identify nar/ 
ways of encouraging our greatest natural resource - the responsible youth of 
tomorrow.

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Aside from the annual seminar, a major effort is made by the Foundation and 
the United States Jaycees, along with various Government Itjendes, such as 
the Department of the Interior, the National Institute cn Alcoholism and 
Alcohol Abuse, the National Center for Voluntary Action, and the Bicentennial

THE FOUNDATION was established in 1958 and

The purpose of the Founda¬ 
tion is to seek out young people of sophomore age and pro¬ 
vide opportunities for their potential leadership abilities 
to emerge, develop and be recognized. Participants are se¬ 
lected regardless of religion*,ethnic or national origin. 

The Annual Leadership Seminars are sponsored and 
funded by the Foundation. Although, responsible for organ¬ 
izing and conducting the seminars, the Foundation does not 
select the participants. To assure the broadest possible rec¬ 
ognition and representation of young men and women, 
nationally recognized school and civic organizations assist 
the Youth Foundation by going to the grass root level to 
select the participants through national and international 
competition. Every high school sophomore is eligible to at¬ 
tend the seminars and is encouraged to apply. Mr. O’Brian 
says, “This age group offers a great return on the investment 
...totally inspired by the Leadership Seminar experience, 
the participants return home with two years remaining in 
high school to motivate not only themselves, but their fellow 
classmates to bring forth and put to practical use their emerg¬ 
ing leadership potential.” 

Mr. O’Brian asks only one thing of the young people 
who attend these seminars—that they write to him once a 
year, on their birthday until the age of 30, relating their 
accomplishments as well as defeats, their successes as well 
as frustrations in reaching for their goals. In turn Mr. O’Brian 
on his birthday writes to them every year. Through these 
letters the Foundation can observe their progress and dis¬ 
cover new ways of stimulating our greatest natural resource 
...the responsible youth of tomorrow.
